Changes in Gasoline Rales

More Income Tax Information 

While the majority of the na- 
tion's 50 million taxpayers will find 
their 1944 federal income tax obli- 
gations taken care of through with- 
holding by their employers, an esti- 
mated 15 million will be required 
to file declarations of their estimat- 
ed 1944 tax April 15. Declaration 
forms are being mailed by the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue to all 
persons who filed declarations last 
fall. The first quarterly payment 
of estimated tax shown to be due 
on the declaration should be made 
at the time the declaration is filed, 
the other payments to be made on 
or before June 15, September 15, 
and December 15.. Farmers who re- 
ceive more than 80 per cent of their 
income from farming, may post- 
pone filing their declarations until 
December 15. However, if they 
wait until December they must pay 
all of their estimated tax at that 
time.

ject of tuberculosis. Each day dur- 
ing the past week Miss Mary Alieu 
Young, of the State Association of 
T.B. has been addressing groups of 
various ages. Special emphasis was 
placed on the early diagnosis of the 
disease which exacts such a toll of 
human life. 

April is the month in which the 
entire country is concentrating on 
the detection of tuberculosis and 
the means of preventing its spread. 

When the tuberculosis mortality 
of today is compared with that of 
25 or 30 years ago, the reduction 
appears amazing. However, the 
present seriousness* of its preva- 
lence and mortality can better be 
appreciated in a comparison with 
that of other communicable dis- 
eases. The number of deaths from 
tuberculosis (1,592) in Virginia last 
year was almost three times the 
total (586) of eight of the most im- 
portant communicable diseases — 
typhoid fever, epidemic meningitis, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, dip- 
htheria, influenza, measles, scarlet 
fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, 
influenza, measles, arid infantile 
paralysis. In other words, fifty- 
seven persons in every 100,000 of 
the population died from tubercu- 
losis in comparison with twenty- 
one from the other communicable 
causes combined. 

As more and more women are 
called upon to participate in the 
war effort — in industry, in the. 
various services, and on the home 
front — health hazards from tuber- 
culosis are necessarily accelerated. 
The situation with respect to the 
young, especially in industry, calls 
for redoubled efforts in the appli- 
cation of the knowledge and skills 
so effective in the control of this 
disease in the past. Now is the 
time to wage the final war against 
tuberculosis.

It is in the spirit of humility and 
purpose that we will go out this 
Easter morning to celebrate the 
great festival of the Church — the 
day that commemorates not the 
sorrows of_earthly life, but the 
Way of thef Cross, but the Resur- 
rection — the Victory of the Spirit 
over the flesh.

A traveler who has journeyed 
much up and down the streets of 
New York City, and also to such 
outlying points as Chicago, Kan- 
sas City, Albuquerque, Knoxville, 
and station stops in indefinite 
number south and west, returns 
to report a certain apparent de- 
terioration inAmerican manenrs.

Similarly, when too many 
people are candidates for a lim- 
ited number of places in a res- 
taurant or in a dining car or on 
a train or bus, chivalry tends to 
disappear. 

Yet something has taken the 
place of mere good manners. The 
traveler who remembers the simp- ■ 
ler conditions of perhaps thirty- J 
five years ago may recognize it.

THIS TALKING WAR 

Tidewater News 

Never noted for loquacity when 
he was actively in the public eye 
as leader of the American Expedi- 
tionary Force during World War I 
and subsequently as Chief of Staff, 
General John J. Pershing seldom 
speaks for publication. The vener- 
able soldier, having penned his 
memoirs, is content to bask in the 
warm Arizona sun or enjoy his 
comfortable quarters in the Walter 
Reed Hospital, and view with 
equanimity the passing scene. He 
is no longer the strong, silent 
man, embittered by the tragic loss 
of his wife and children ; he is just 
silent. But now and then he ex- 
presses an opinion which we would 
all do well to note and heed. For 
example, not so very long ago he 
broke the silence to say that in this 
war everybody talks too much, from 
the generals and admirals down. 
It is a practice which can do no 
good and which may actually do 
much harm. General Pershing was 
referring to the loose talk which 
accompanied the Patton case, but by 
implication he was criticizing the 
universal tendency to make claims 
of victories which have not yet been 
won and results which have not yet 
been achieved. (Incidentally, we 
Americans are great braggarts, a 
fact which causes the people Of oth- 
er countries to admire us so cor- 
dially.) No doubt he had heard 
time -And time again claims to the 
effect that the German submarine 
wolfpacks had been driven from 
the seas, that the battle of the At- 
lantic had been won; only to learn 
that the U-boats had appeared once 
more to scatter a convoy and to 
sink some of its elements. And no 
doubt he hard heard or read de- 
scriptions of instruments of war 
which were supposed to be military 
secrets. Consequently, he deplored 
the absence of that Coolidgian taci- 
turnity so essential to our. war 
effort. 

We can well understand and ap- 
preciate his attitude in this exceed- 
ingly vital matter. If our leaders 
(and this includes the President) 
paint in too glowing terms the 
progress our armies are making, 
there will be here at home a feel- 
ing of complacency unjustified by 
the situation on the far-flung bat- 
tle fronts. So, when General Eisen- 
hower says that the war against 
Germany will definitely end in 
1944, he is indulging in a practice 
which his former commander de- 
plores. There seems to be a differ- 
ence between Eisenhower's un- 
equivocal prediction of victory in 
1944 and the statement, possibly 
apocryphal, attributed to Persh- 
ing himself in 1918. When the 
present writer stepped ashore at 
St Nazaire in midsummer of that 
year he Was greeted with the cheer- 
ful announcement that, according 
to General Pershing, we would all 
be in "Hell, Heaven, or Hoboken 
by Christmas." If General Persh- 
ing ever made such a prediction, 
and it is difficult to believe he did, 
he must have done so in a mo- 
ment's jest, not intending it to have 
the wide circulation it attained. But 
in General Eisenhower's case there 
is no mitigating circumstance. He 
must either win this second war 
with Germany in 1944, or go down 
in history as a soothsayer who 
talked too much. We hope he makes 
good; he is certainly on a spot.

CROOKED TEETH 

"Moutha containing straight, 
clean teeth are attractive, while 
thorn having crooked ones are like- 
ly to be just fte opposite. Straight 
teeth, with certain restrictions, can 
be the lot of everyone, provided 
proper dental attention is given to 
their mouths when young, if teeth 
are out of line. But it is even pos- 
sible to go back further than this, 
since the crooked teeth found in 
adult jaws were not originally in- 
tended by nature to be that way," 
states Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner. 

"It may surprise many to know 
that the use of pacifiers and even 
thumb-sucking tend to effect a 
change in the jaws, the direct re- 
sult of which is protruding upper 
teeth. Among other things, this con- 
dition gives the impression of a 
receding chin, never popularly con- 
sidered to be an indication of cha- 
racter. However, appearances are 
the least of it.

Probably the most famous coun- 
try editor this country has ever 
known is the late William Allen 
White, whose death a few weeks 
ago came as a shock to his many 
friends and admirers. 

For almost a century, since 1895, 
Bill White was editor of the Em- 
poria, Kansas, Gazette, during 
which period the paper grew from 
a circulation of 600 to nearly 7,000. 
He bought it for $3,000 and could 
have sold it for a quarter of a mil- 
lion. But he never would, nor would 
he accept the enticing offers that 
came to him from New York and 
other big cities. He wanted to stay, 
he said, in a town where he could 
water his lawn with thirty-five 
feet of hose. 

Bill White was so closely identi- 
fied with the newspaper and politi- 
cal worlds, we forget that early in 
his life he also wrote novels and 
stores of note, while later, one of 
his major interests was the Book- 
of-the-Month-Club. He was one of 
the five judges who was with the 
Club since its inception in 1926, his 
colleagues being Dorothy Canfield, 
Henry Seidel Canby, Christopher 
Morley and the late Heywood Broun. 

Aside from his own little be- 
loved Emporia Gazette, Bill White 
said he regarded this work of 
reading and choosing books for 
wide distribution as his major ac- 
tivity in recent years. 

Of late Mr. White often did not 
make the long trip from Emporia 
to attend the club's monthly edi- 
torial meetings. His substitutes 
were long telegrams and long dis- 
tance calls, in which he gave pun- 
gent criticisms of the books up for 
consideration. On one such book, 
however, he made no comment, 
either for or against. This was 
"They Were Expendable," by W. 
L. White, his son. "They Were Ex- 
pendable" was chosen unanimously 
as a book-of-the-month by the other 
three judges.

BEHIND THE SCENES IN 
AMERICAN BUSINESS 

One problem always faced by our 
Congressional representatives when 
writing tax bills is that of distribut- 
ing the burdens equitably. It seldom 
can be done. The new excise and 
postal rates of the 1944 Revenue 
Act, which have just become ef- 
fective, afford a current example of 
an added cost to one group and a 
windfall to another. Retailers who 
handle cosmetics, jewelry, furs and 
other items of merchandise classed 
as luxuries will have to add 20 per 
cent to their prices instead of 10 
per cent under the new excise rates. 
On the other hand, the banks of 
the country, both commercial and 
savings, are looking forward to a 
great deal of additional business 
because of increased rates on pos- 
tal money orders. 

The new postoffice charges run 
from 10 cents to 37 cents for money 
orders on sums up to $100, com- 
pared with 6 cents to 22 cents pre- 
viously. The banks figurre they can 
now undersell Uncle Sam in this 
important field of service. Banks 
will be able to advertise savings 
of four cents and upwards over 
postoffice rates. To many bankers 
this looks like a golden opportunity 
not only to obtain large volume 
sales of their own money orders,] 
but also to stimulate greater use of 
their no-minimum-balance check- 
ing accounts. 



No matter where you work or 
live, you've probably not very far 
from a Social Security Board 
field office or from one of its 
part-time service points. And the 
field office has a unique service 
to offer you— completely without 
charge. 

The field office can help you 
with *scores of questions and 
problems touching on your rights 
under Federal old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance. 

You may learn what happens 
to the social security contribu- 
tions which your employer de- 
ducts from your pay and how 
that money is safeguarded in the 
U. S. Treasury. 

"When to file" for monthly 
payments is a question which 
frequently concerns older work- 
ers who are not certain about 
the most advantageous time to 
claim their benefits. The mana- 
ger of the local Social Security 
office can help find the answer 

If your boy or girl is planning 
to work part-time, they may get 
information on when it is neces- 
sary — or not necessary — to apply 
for a social security account card;

To a man they responded to 
questions about their religious life, 
very often asking for prayer in

WHO IS DELINQUENT? 
by Rath Taylor 

Today, wherever we turn, we find 
the problem of juvenile delinquen 
cy staring us in the face. We are 
all deeply stirred by the attacks of 
hoodlums in our big cities. But — 
we can't pass off hoodlumism as 
just the acts of children. Behind 
every child there stands an adult, 
Every act of juvenile delinquency 
convicts some adult of neglect or 
indifference amounting to criminal 
negligence. 

Children are not born with a 
sense of right or wrong. It is the 
family that has the first chance to 
civilise the child. The kind of be- 
haviour a child displays depends 
upon the kind of adults after whom 
he has patterned himself. And the 
adults cannot dodge their respon- 
sibility or shift it to the schools. 

The other day I was talking to 
a truant officer. He said, "There 
aren't any bad children, but there 
are a great many bad parents. They 
ace.lazy or neglectful. They don't 
realise that sending a child to 
school isn't enough. They have to 
condition his attitude towards the 
school and towards other children. 
And they have to see to it that he 
has., spiritual food as well as ma- 
terial. In most of the cases I have 
to investigate, I find that the par- 
ents are unwilling to turn out on 
Sunday to go to Church with theii 
children. They don't seem to see 
tbafctabgion is one of the biggest 
hjtessjtias m a child's life. It's 
til snek Upon which the vine has 
to grow." { 

Lack of v religious and ethical 
training is one of the greatest 
factors in juvenile delinquency. If 
a child has no standards by which 
to grow, he is groping in the dark 
If he learns it is smart to dodge the 
law, that the only sin is getting 
caught, h is on th road to crime, 
If he hears his parents lying, he 
-sees no reason for the truth. If at 
| home he hears violent diatribes 
against any group, whether it be 



WILL PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
RUN? 

One of President Roosevelt's 
closest friends recently left the 
White Rouse after having dined 
with President Roosevelt, and he 
expressed doubt at to whether the 
President will run again. Wash- 
ington accepted that statement 
about the fourth term as of major 
importance. 

The belief prevails in Washing- 
ton that Mr. Roosevelt has an in- 
tense desire to see things through, 
from victory in the war to victory 
in the peace. But, finally, Washing- 
ton has been discussing the fourth 
term from a different angle, and 
there seems to be a general agree- 
ment that Mr. Roosevelt's physi- 
cians and family may interfere, 
and bring to bear final pressure 
upon him and force him to retire. 



THERE IS NO 
PLEASANT DESPOTISM 

.In order to hasten the day of 
victory, many o/ the nation's basic 
industries have at government re- 
quest, abandoned the principles of 
competitive free enterprise. No one 
can legitimately object to such 
moves when they aid the war effort. 
But when they begin to take on the 
appearance of a permanent part- 
nership between industry and gov- 
ernment, there is cause for alarm. 
For, in plain English, when indus- 
try goes into partnership with gov- 
ernment, the American form of gov- 
ernment will disappear. Govern- 
ment will no longer be the umpire 
— it will be the manager. And once 
it has control of one or two indus- 
tries, it will no longer be satisfied 
to play the umpire for others. It 
will inevitably end as the manager 
of all industry and the employer of 
all- citizens. t 

Natural resource industries such 
as coal, oil, and electric" power, 
which underlie the entire war effort, 
have cooperated 100 per cent with 
government to meet war needs more 
speedily. Many persons have taken 
the attitude that this cooperation 
is the beginning of a new era in 
which old-fashioned principles of 
minimum government control will 
have no place. 

That idea flowered in Germany. It 
was thought there that government 
and industry could go into part- 
nership without impairing the liber- 
ties of the people or changing the 
nature of government.- A trend was 
set in motion that could not be 
stopped. It finally ended in the 
destruction of German freedom and 
a second world war. 

The structure of our government 
is designed to protect the people 
against government oppression. 

Injecting government into busi- 
ness in competition with private 
citizens weakens that structure. It 



them. 

The parents may be only care- 
less or thoughtless — but a child 
believes what he hears and takes it 
seriously. It is from the home that 
hoodlumism springs and it is in 
the home it can be and must be 
stopped. 

It isn't the child alone that ia 
delinquent. It is the parents who 
stand convicted before the bar of 
public opinion. 

It isn't just a wave of delinquen- 
cy among children that 'is sweep- 
ing the country and causing so much 
trouble. It is a wave of delinquen- 
cy among parents. Let's do some- 
thing about the delinquent parents 
— and juvenile delinquency will 
take care of itself!

COLD STORAGE 

FOR PUB- WAR STUFF

Washington, D. C, April — It 
requires no strain on the memory 
to recall that the whole American 
public hoped against hope, less 
than three years ago, that the 
United States might keep out of 
the World War. It is just as easy 
to remember that all the arguments 
and private debates "made a quick 
change" when our Nation was at- 
tacked at Pearl Harbor. The two 
Houses of Congress promptly met, 
apparently buried the hatchet, and 
declared war. 

Under the circumstances all Sen- 
ators and Representatives, no mat- 
ter to what party they belong, 
should be judged by the way they 
voted in that black December of 
1941. All this talk at the present 
time about "isolationists" and "non- 
interventionists" • is "mud-in-your- 
eye" that is being stirred up in 
many States to destroy confidence! 
in good and loyal public officials. 
No citizen, or public official, no 
editor, or writer for the newspapers, 
no merchant, doctor, lawyer, beg- 
garman, and no Tom, Dick or Harry, 
should be called an isolationist to- 
day because he tried to keep Ameri- 
ca out of war before — we were 
forced into it. The failures follow- 
ing the first World War were a 
warning to avoid another war, if it 
could be accomplished — and that's 
why the people were for non-inteT- 
vention. 

Senators and Congressmen differ- 
ed about the embargo, neutrality, 
and Lend-Lease, because they re- 
fused to be herded into single file. 
And that was proper; sensible, be- 
fore Pearl Harbor. 

Lend-Lease is very little under- 
stood by the best informed civilians, 
in our country today, and the queer 
way in which it works can b sur- 
mised by millionsojfpeople who 
have headaclurt'anairiti purses on 
account of their income tax levies. 

Any group of 533 individuals, 
even if they happen to be members 
of the Senate and House, are cer- 
tain to hold different, honest opin- 
ions. There is no sense in going 
back to the incidents before Pearl 
Harbor to dig up political baloney 
for a campaigh against any man up 
for rejection. Pre-war issues were 
put in cold storage December 7, 
1941, and tha* is where they should 
be kept permanently. 

Men of coraelence and quality — 
men of intestinal fortitude — 
should win id the coming election, 
no matter whether, they are Demo- 
crats or Republicans.

POSTMASTER TO BE HELD 
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Mete Articles for Farmers

Of approximately 3,000 farmers 
interviewed in a recent survey, 
nearly half reported they had no 
trouble in buying any item on a 
list of 43 essential articles — 
ranging from flashlight batteries 
to cream separators, WPB an- 
nounced. As a result of production 
programs previously approved by 
WPB's Office of Civilian Require- 
ments, supplies of the following 
items have been increased: flash- 
light, - fence control and ignition 
batteries; "crescent" and monkey 
wrenches; grease guns; hand drills; 
floor brooders; and cream* separat- 
ors. In addition, farmers"are now 
permitted to borrow engine and 
tractor fuel storage tanks from 
their petroleum suppliers. 



An open competitive examina- 
tion to All the vacancy in the posi- 
tion of postmaster in this city, has 
been announced by the United 
States Civil Service Commission at 
the request of the Postmaster 
General. 

In order to be eligible for the 
examination, an applicant must be 
a citizen of the United States, must 
have actually resided within the de- 
livery of this post office, *r within 
the city or town in which the office 
is located, for at least one year 
immediately preceding the date 
fixed for close of receipt of applica- 
tions, must be in good physical 
condition, and within the prescrib- 
ed age limits, certain waivers off 
the age limits being allowed per- 1 
sons granted veteran preference. 
Both men and women are admitted. 

Under the terms of an Act of 
Congress, approved June 25, 1938, 
the Civil Service Commission will 
certify the names of the highest 
three qualified eligibles to the Post- 
master General who shall there- 
upon submit the name of the eligi- 
ble selecteeV to the President for 
nomination. Confirmation by the 
Senate is the final action. 

Applicants will not be required 
to assemble in an examination room 
for written tests, but will be rated 
on their education, business or pro- 
fessional experience, general qualifi- 
cations and suitability. The Civil 
Service Commission • will make an 
impartial inquiry among represen- 
tative patrons of the office, both 
men and women, concerning the ex- 
perience, ability, and character of 
each applicant. The evidence thus 
secured will be considered in "de- 
termining the ratings to be assign- 
ed to the applicants. The Commis- 
sion is not Interested in the political, 
religious, or fraternal affiliations 
of any applicant. 

Full information and application 
.forms may be obtained from the 
secretary of the local board of civil 
service examiners at the post office 
in this city, or from the United 
States Civil Service Commission, 
Washington, D. C, and applications 
must be on file with this Commis- 
sion not later than May 9, 1944. 

In addition to the basic annual 
salary for each office, $300. per year 
has been authorized by an Act of 
Congress as a temporary increase 
to supplement the salary of $3,400 
as listed for Virginia Beach.

' There is an old proverb taken 
from the Persian — "Four things 
come not back — the spoken word, 
the sped arrow, the past life, and 
the neglected opportunity." 

"The spoken word." It is not the 
ine things we have said that come 
lack to us. What haunts us is the 
careless word, the critical speech, 
fhe unconscious cruelty. The times 
we misunderstand or misinterpret- 
ed our neighbor's action, the hasty 
generalization, the rumor repeated 
as though it were fact, the unkind 
gossip, are what we remember.

Right now — if I know women

GLOBAL AIR TRANSPORT 

The United States has always 
been a nation of movement — 
transportation. In the Revolution- 
ary War and the War of 1812, 
American sailing ships made his- 
toric records. Later came our de- 
velopment of the clipper sailing 
ships, the steamship, and the steam 
locomotives and the railroad train; 
then came the automobile. 

The first World War saw the 
practical application of the next 

great means of transportation 

aviation. Its progress has outdone 
a tale by Horation Alger. 

When the second World War 
broke, three factors were predomi- 
nant — production, transportation 
and speed. Failure of either meant 
failure for all. Our airplanes step- 
ped in with speed before undream- 
ed of. They spanned continents and 
oceans in hours. 

Each war, from the day of the 
Revolution, has promoted trans- 
portation and speed. After the pre- 
sent war, the story can be told of 
the advancements in our air arm 
of transportation which will help 
America hold her rightful place in 
global air transport. 

American air lines are already 
planning to invest hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in the newest type 
of equipment for service at home 
and abroad, thus providing work 
and opportunities for tens of thou- 
sands of fighting men when they 
come home. 



The average total earnings, in- 
cluding war risk payments, on 
Liberty ships for off short voyages 
were $244.50 per month for ordi- 
nary seamen and $775 for masters, 
exclusive of food and lodging, a 
recent survey by the Maritime War 
Emergency Board shows. Under a 
ruling recently issued by the board, 
the average will be slightly lower, 
but the pay on voyages to actual 
combat areas will be higher. 

To enable a U. S. Army Air 
Forces medium bomber pilot to 
take off from a rainsoaked emer- 
gency landing field in China, the 
villagers plodded across the mud- 
dy terrain, some for a distance of 
a mile, to bring their wooden doors 
from their homes — the only boards 
available for a makeshife run Way, 
the War Department says.

says.

MNTISTRY AND X-RAYS 

'•In 1896 at the University of 
Wurtaburg Professor Roentgen dis- 
covered the power of a light, pro- 
d«ed electrically, capable of pene- 
trating the human body. This ray, 
called X-ray, among many other 
present-day uses, made possible a 
direct picture of internal conditions 
of the body previously closed to 
ordinary vision. The use of this 
marvelous diagnostic agent in' den- 
tal science has been of great value," 
states Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner. 

"Interior structures of teeth, 
jaws, and surrounding tissues and 
bones are photographed on X-ray 
plates and then interpreted by the 
dentist. Radiography, as this is 
called, is an important phase of 
dentistry. For example, broken 
roots and impacted and unerupted 
teeth are clearly shown. Moreover, 
otherwise hidden cavities are dis- 
covered, and diseased conditions in 
bone surrounding the teeth are re- 
vealed. Many actual and possible 
conditions, some of which are of a 
serious nature, in this manner can 
be detected early and treatment 
begun before it is too late. 

"Therefore, diagnosis by means 
of X-ray must be applied to be of 
personal value. Much of this value 
is lost, if persons refuse to estab- 
lish a habit of a twice-a-year-visit 
to the dentist's for a check up. How- 
ever, this plan if followed not only 
gives dental X-ray equipment its 
chance to do its best job for one, 
but affords the dentist the greatest 
opportunity of rendering the most 
effective preventive, corrective, and 
curative treatment of which he is 
capable." 



TREAT SEED CORN, 
COUNTY AGENT 
ADVISES FARMERS 




It will soon be corn planting time 
and County Agent H. W. OaHn sug- 
gests that it is time to think about 
treating seed corn. Seed should be 
treated, even though it is the best 
seed obtainable. 

According to E. K. Vaughan, 
plant pathologist, Virginia exten- 
sion division, treatment helps to 
control seed decay, seedling blights, 
and damping-off. It will not control 
smut, or ear and stalk rots; but it 
will help to give the plants a good 
start. Healthy plants have a bet- 
ter chance to resist diseases that 
may attack them later on. 

Three materials are available for 
seed treatment — tiew Improved 
Semesan Jr., Merko, and Barbak. 
Enough of any one of these ma- 
terials to treat the seed for an acre 
costs only about 2 cents. The job is 
simple, just put the dust and the 
seed corn together in a tight con- 
tainer and mix thoroughly. Every 
seed should be coated with dust. 
The materials can be purchased at 
most seed stores, and full dirtc- 
tions are on the package. 

Warning: Dusted seed is poison- 
ous and should be kept away from 
livestock. Treated seed which is not 
used should be burned or buried

As a matter of fact, the 
railroads and communications com- 
panies have w o rked on this very 
problem for more than twenty 
years. Many lines have put experi- 
mental radio equipment into actual 
use in limited areas, but technical 
difficulties have so far made its 
universal application impractical. 

Beginning in the year 1922, a 
special research committee of the 
American Railway Association (the 
predec ess or of the Association of 
American Railroads) undertook a 
program of research on radio pro- 
blems in collaboration with leading 
manufacturers of electrical equip- 
ment. Since that time efforts have 
not been relaxed in the search for 
workable methods of radio. ,jewi- 
monication with and on moving 
trains.

A FAMILY PROBLEM 

Published newspaper reports 
■how that the national income for 
1943 is estimated at $142,000,000,- 
000, as compared with 170,900,000,- 
•00 In 1989. War taxes to absorb 
abnormal earnings from war pro- 
duction, are justified.

A generation ago, laws were 
passed prohibiting combinations in 
restraint of trade. 

Today labor is cursed with com- 
binations in restraint of employ- 
ment. 

It has become impossible for an 
American workman to earn a liv- 
ing in basic industries without pay- 
ing for that privilege, and comply- 
ing atwwdntg t j with the dictates of 
all-powerful union combinations in 
restraint of employment. 

A soldier home from the bloodiest 
battlefield, where he fought to per- 
petuate the ideals of freedom, 
would find himself blocked in get- 
ting a job in his chosen industry, 
in the majority of cases, unless he 
bowed his head, signed on the dot- 
ted line, and paid the sum demand- 
ed by some labor boss for the right 
to work.

INVASION PREPARATION

As the hour approaches when 
Allied invasion troops will be al- 
erted, the physical stage is being 
carefully prepared. But what of 
mental mobilization? Are indivi- 
duals on the home front sufficient 
ly alert to the need of spiritual 
and mental preparation? Material 
support of the war effort and pro- 
duction of munitions, important as 
they are, will not suffice. The best 
military equipment in the world 
could not bring victory without 
courage, wisdom, good judgment, 
faith in the right and like mental 
qualities. 

We need, then, to pray for a 
fuller recognition of the qualities 
as the inheritance of God's man, 
and claim them for ourselves. We, 
and they, need not so much the 
"fighting mad" spirit that has been 
urged, as the inspiration that comes 
from love — love of God, of coun- 
try, and of neighbor. Hating can 
well be left to the enemy. The 
world has seen what the hate-filled 
mind, though seeming at first to 
display cleverness and sagacity, has 
brought upon itself. 

Rembering that the Allied armies 
are bent on liberation, not conquest, 
and prayerfully seeking the guid- 
ance and protection of that Love 
which yields not to appeasement 
but opposes evil to the utmost, 
both invasion troops and the "rear 
guard" at home can approach D 
Day with a quietness and confidence 
that will be their strength in the 
days to follow.

The 
best source of calcium is ground 
limestone.

A mineral mixture commonly 
recommended in Virginia Is: 

4 parts ground limestone. 

2 parts steamed bone meal. 

1 part common salt. 

This may be self-fed in a box 
or trough, out of the weather, or 
about 2 pounds may be miked 
with each 100 pounds of feed 
where concentrates are fed liber- 
ally. Herring suggests that this 
mixture be varied somewhat ac- 
cording to needs.

REGULATION FOR THE TAK- 
ING OF FISH IN BACK BAY 
AND PROHIBITING THE 
SALE OF SAME— 
Pursuant to a proposal authoriz 
ed by this Commission March 23, 
1944, and published as required by 
law, the following regulation was 
adopted at a meeting of this Com- 
mission at Richmond, Virginia, 
April 14, 1944: 

That the regulation regarding 
fishing in Back Bay, adopted No- 
vember 23, 1943, permitting the 
seining Of all fish except bass in 
Back Bay is hereby amended to 
prohibit the seining and sale of 
bream, sunfish, silver or speckled 
perch or crappie, and that in Back 
Bay and its natural tributaries, 
not including Lake Tecumseh and 
Red Wing Lake, the North Landing 
River up to North Landing Bridge 
and the Blackwater River up to 
Blackwater Bridge, open season for 
seining all fish except bass, bream, 
sunfish, silver or speckled perch or 
crappie November 1 - March 31, 
inclusive; length of nets shall not 
be more than 250 yards. The size 
of mesh used shall not be less nor 
greater than one and one-half 
inches, or three inch bar.

So says J. W. Sjogren, of V.PJ.'t 
agricultural engineering depart- 
ment. Points of failure in farm 
buildings have been studied by en- 
gineers, and their studies show 
that some parts of buildings de- 
teriorate faster than others. 

Without spouts and drains, a 
large amount of water drains from 
the roofs and in dripping on the 
ground , splashes up on the siding 
carrying some soil with it. The 
water will gradually rot the sills 
and siding, especially on the shady 
side of the building. 

Another weakness in farm build- 
ings often found in poorly con- 
structed foundations. If the foun- 
dation is made too shallow, Sjo- 
gren declares, damage may be 
caused by erosion. If soil has erod- 
ed away from the foundation, It 
should be replaced and proper 
drainage installed around the build- 
ing to carry the water away. 

Lack of paint is, of course, an- 
other cause of rapid depreciation 
in farm buildings. Studies show 
that the life of a building can be 
increased as much as 44 per cent 
when it is painted as needed.
